Ms. Stumbo,

We recently became aware that the terms of two members of the Letcher County Water
and Sewer District board of commissioners expired on June 1, 2008, The
Judge/Executive and Fiscal Court were not aware of the expiration of these terms due to
incomplete record keeping by the previous administration. Unfortunately, we only
learned of the vacancies more than 90 days after their expiration. Accordingly, we
request the Public Service Commission fill the vacancies, in accordance with KRS
74.020(4).

We recommend Phillip Back and Billy Stamper for appointment to the board of
commissioners. The Fiscal Court has concurred with these appointments. We believe
these two individuals are qualified and competent citizens (see attached bios) who will be
aggressive in their efforts to expand service throughout Letcher County and provide
prudent business guidance for the district. We believe they will manage the district in a
professional and ethical manner.

We have decided not to re-appoint the two members whose terms have expired, due o
our belief that the district has not made satisfactory progress with efforts to expand
service throughout Letcher County.
